WOMAN FIGHTS~SOLDIER 
TN DEFENSE OF HUSBAND 


Mrs. Harmansef Knocks Down Ser- 
geant and Blacks Eye of Lieu- 
tenant — City May Be 
Placed Under Mar- 
tial Law. 


Norfolk, Va., March 4.—A mob of 5,006 
strike sympathizers thronged the streets 
of Norfolk today on which the main line 
of the Norfolk Rallway and Light Com- 
pany runs, and the police were unable to 
cope with it. From noon until after dark 
the mob had things its own way in the 
city. In the county where the qar barns 
are the military was in control of the sit- 
uation. 

Cars were repeatedly derailed, wagon 
loads of rocks were piled on the tracks 
and free fights between the military 
guards and the crowd occurred during 
the day at frequent intervals. In one of 
these a seggeant ran a bayonet into the 
arm of H. H. Harmansef, a barber. Mrs. 
Harmansef was standing by her husband 
at the time. She knocked the sergeant 
to the ground with both fists and discol- 
ored the taece of Lieutenant E. R. Gale, 
who was mear her, with a well-directed 
blow. Several soldiers were hit by bricks 
end other missiles thrown through the 
windows of the cars. A number of arrests 
have been made, both by the police and 
military. 

A confefence was held by Mayor Bea- 
man, Police Chief Veltines and Colonel 
Higgins, commanding the Seventy-first 
Virginia regiment, eight companies of 
which are in service, relative to placing 
the city under martial law. The police 
force of 100 men has been .on duty for 
forty-elght hours and is unable to meet™ 
the emergency. it is possible.that the 
feur additional companies of the regi- 
ment and a battery of artillery will be 
called for in the morning to take charge 
of the city. 

There is no seitlement of the strike in 
eight, both sides adhcring to their first 
positions. 

Martial law -will be declared in Norfolk 
in the morning. Four more infantry com- 
panies from Bmporia, Suffolk, Smithfield 
and Franklin, making the entire Seventy- 
first regiment, have been ordered out. 

The strikers tonight cut a mile of frol- 
ley wire in the city. The troops are now

RAILROADS IN BAD SHAPE 


Families in Lowlands Are Forced To 
Flee—Waters Recediag in 
ie East. 


THuisville, Nebr., March 4.—An ice gorge 
which began forming above the Missouri 
Pacific bridge, near this city, yesterday 
morning, has reached formidable propor- 
tions and the Platte river has risen higher 
than for twenty years, and now covers a 
stretch of country 2 miles wide. The 
tracks of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific road are washed out for half a 
mile and trains will be unable to pass for 
several days. All trains on the road will 
be run by another line until the washout 
can be repaired. 

Tonight the tracks of the Missouri road 
began to wash out slowly, and it ia feared 
they will be in a bad condition by tomor- 
row. No trains can run over the threat- 
ened portion of the track tonight. The 
Missourl Pacific bridge across the Platte 
river has been considerably damaged, but 
is still in condition for use. 

East and west of the city the Burling- 
ton tracks are washed out in small patch- 
es, and it is feared will be impassable be- 
fore the night is over. 

Twenty families living in the lowlands 
have been compelled to abandon their 
homes. 

Conditions Better at Paterson. 

Paterson, N. J., March 4.—Conditions in 
the flooded section of this city were much 
improved today. Between midnight and 
10 o’clock today there was a rapid fall in 
the waiers. On River street, which was 
rnost affected by the flood, the torrent still 
rushes along today and passage even in 
boats was impossible. Where the streets 
intersects West, Main. Washington, 
Bridge and Patersgn streets, there were 
whirlpools that made any attempt to cross 
those thoroughfares out of the ques- 
tion. 


Flood Recedes at Albany. 

Albany, N. Y., March 4.—Street car traf- 
fic in Albany. was resumed jate this after- 
noon and the city is rapidly recovering 
from the effect of the flood. The freshet 
has receded 5% feet since daylight this 
morning, and unless all indications fail 
the water will be below the level of the 
docks before tomorrow morning. Railroad 
trains are being run with some degree of 
regularity, but all are from six to.seven 
hours late.

Pockets of Ministers at After- 
- noon Meeting 
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STEALING WAS WITNESSED 
BROUGHTON 


Dr. Hurt, City cian, Grapples 
with Pickpocketion Trolley Car 
and Gets Rogue’s Over- 
coat—Two Afrests Have 
Been. Made. 


—— 
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A gang of professional pickpockets, 
composed of men and women, made their 
appeardnce in the Baptist Tabernacle 
yesterday afternoon While the Bible con- 
ference was holding a session, and before 
they left they stcce@ded in rifling the 
pockets of three mini8ters of the Gospel. 

This sacrilegious a well ad felonious 
act was partly witnessed by Dr. Brough- 
ton, pastor of the Tabernacle, who 
chanced to see the gang when they came 
into the church and when they robbed 
one of their victims. 

Pickpockets are saia@ to do very bold 
acts, but it is the first tinge that ever a 
gang of thieves operated in a church in 
Atlanta, in the broad daylight and while 
religious services were going on. Not 
only did the thieves choose a religious 
sanctuary for their field of operations, but 
they selected ministers of the Gospel as 
their victims. 

That women as well:as men are in this 
gang of pickpockets has epened the eyes 
of the city detectives. “It has been known 
for several days that piekpockets were 
in the city, but that Women were in the 
gang had not been subpected. 

A Doctor Turns the Tables. 

After having committéd the robberies 
in the church, th2 pickpockets’ tried ¢6 
operate on A rote: car, and there the 
tables were t ned. One of the thieves 
selected Dr. J. W. Hurt, city physician 
for the sixth ward, who had been to the 
Tabernacle, as his victim, and just as 
he had his hand in the @doctor’s hip 
pocket, where he carried his pocketbook, 
the doctor made a grab for the rogue 
and caught him by the overcoat. There 
Was a lively tussle and the pickpocket 
quickly divested himself of the coat and 
leaped from the car. The thief got noth- 
ing and the doctor got a fine overcoat and 
a pair of new kid gloves. 

It was about 5 o’clock that Dr. Brough- 
ton chanced to look toward the rear of 
the Taberhacle and saw four men and 
two women crowd into the church. The 
six looked suspicious and the doctor 
watched them closely for a few minutes. 
He saw a man crowd against Dr. Camp- 
bell, of Anderson, 8S. C. The other three 
men and the two women were in the 
meantime pushing and crowding their 
way among the audience and conference 
delegates. A few moments: later Dr. 
Campbell came forward hurriedly and ex- 
citediy informed Dr. Broughton that his 
pocketbook containing $20 and railroad 
tickets had be2n stolen. Dr. Broughton 
divined in an instant what the four men 
and two women kad been doing, but be- 
fore he could do anything to capture the 
gang of pickpockets they had disappeared. 
At the close of the conference it was 
ascertained that two other preachers had 
had their pockets picked. 

Novel Pulpit Announcement. 

Pr Broughton publicly announced that 
pickpockets had put in an appearance itn 
the church, and: he asked all present to 
be careful and keep their hands on their 
purses and watch chains, a very unusual 
and novel announcement to come from a 
pulpit. 

The worst gang of pickpockets that 
ever came to the city is undoubtedly In 
Atlanta. Several pockets were picked at 
Piedmont park during the bicycle races 
Monday night, and William R. Roberts, a 
merchant, had a $150 diamond pin 
snatched from his scarf on a trolley car 
the same night. ; 

Two arrests have been nade. A young 
man giving his name as Frank Casev 
was seized on the car by Roberts and 
held until a police officer could send him 
to the barracks. Last night at 11 o’clock 
Steve Wallace was arrested cn suspicion 
at the union depot. 

The city detectives will use the over- 
coat and gloves captured by br. Hurt as 
clews to locate the members of the gang 
and try to bag the men and women 
thieves who are bold enough to. pick 
pockets even in a sanctuary in order to 
get a few dollars.

‘Speaks Before Democrafic

HE SCORES REPUBLICANS 
FOR FOSTERING TRUSTS 


Alleges That the Trusts ‘“Made Leg- 
islators and Control Legisla- 
tures’—A Letter Is Read 
from Ex-President Grover 
Cleveland.

Baltimore, March 4.—Congressman 
David A. DeArmond, of Missouri, and 
Henry George, Jr., of New York, were the 
principal speakers at the celebration of 
the thirtieth anniversary of the Creseent 
Democratiz Club io this city tonight. Let- 
ters were. read from ex-President Grover 
Cleveland,’ Mayor Thomas L. Johnson, of 
Cleveland, Ohio; John DeWitt Warner, 
of New York, and Henry W. Lamb, pres- 
ident_of the American Free Trade Society. 

Mr. Cleveland’s letter was as follows: 

“TIT am sorry to say that the condition 
of my health is such that I feel obliged to 
foego the satisfaction which my accept- 
ance of your invitation would afford me.’”’ 

Mr. DeArmond’s speech was a severe 
erraignment of the republican nationai 
administration for its ‘‘imperialistic pcl- 
icy,”’ and “fostering of trusts,’’ by the 
present system of taxation. He spoke in 
part as follows: 

“Those in control of the governmént 
have carried it farther in a few years than 
evér before it was carried in genera- 
thions, and almost everything that has 
been regarded as sacred by our fore- 
fathers has been disregarded. The bur- 
den of duty rests upon the democratic 
oma to bring it back to sound _ princi- 
ples. 

“The time was when this great conti- 
nent was supposed to be sufficient, but 
the time has corre when far Gistant lands 
beyond the sea are to be brought under 
our dominion, contrary to the teaching 
of all the wise men of our history.”’ 

Adverting. to the need of tariff reform, 

Mr. DeArmond said: 
."*The only authority for taxation is 
the necessity for revenue only. Tariff 
taxation should be so adjusted as to bring 
the largest amount ,of revenue for the 
needs of the gove ent with the least 
amount of burden n those who bear 
the burder of taxat The present sys- 
tem of taxation has Milt uv mighty trusts 
that make legislato and contro! legis- 
latures. It is the sion of the demo- 
cratic party to do what can be done for 
the interests of the American republic in 
an endeavor to overthrow such a sys- 
tem. Tariff reform properly placed should 
take the tariff off those commodities sold 
abroad cheaper than they can be bought 
in America.”’ 

Referring to the American merchant 
marine, Mr. DeArmond said: . 

"The time ought to come. when: Amer- 
ican ships would not be strangers on the 
briny deep, when travelers should see 
more than one American flag on the 
ocean,” 

Mr. George made a plea for “free trade.’’

Milwaukee, Wis., March 4.—Milwaukee 
was host to Prince Henry of Prussia 
for six hours this evening and gave 
him a reception that was highly enthusi- 
astic and entertainment that was unique, 
His special train came at 4 o'clock, and 
at 10 o’clock was away again on the long 
run to Niagara and New England. The 
intervening time was all given over tu 
the reception and entertainment of the 
royal visitor. 

It began with a drive through the busl- 
ness and residential districts in review 
before a crowd that numbered 200,000. 
Then there was a public reception at 
which Governor Lafollette and Mayor 
Rose voiced the official welcomes, and 
the united singing societies raised their 
voices in mighty chorus. There was 
also a splendid illumination and a thrill- 
ing night run of the Milwaukee fire de- 
partment. Later there was a banquet 
at which the prince met the leading citi- 
zens of the city and state. 

The thousands of Germans resident 
in Milwaukee joined heartily in the wel- 
come of the young prince to whose house 
they once owed allegiance, and veterans 
of the German wars gathered from 
throughout the state to assist in the re- 
ception. 

The special train bearing the prince 
and his party ran up from Chicago 
over the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad and there was an enormous 
crowd at the depot awaiting its coming. 
There was a cheer when the prince ap- 
peared, and another louder than the 
first when he reached his carriage out- 
side the depot grounds. Mayor Rose and 
Admiral Evans entered his carriage and. 
flanked by police and guarded by troopers 
of the First Wisconsin cavalry, the drive 
through the city began. Ambassador 
Von Holleben and Assistant Secretary 
of State Hil rode in the second car- 
riage with Captain Pabst, ¢hairman of 
the reception committee. Just outside 
of the depot 1,000 veterans of the German 
wars were drawn up. They gave the 
prince a volley of cheers as he passed 
them. The business streets were block- 
aded with people and the police had 
great difficulty in keeping a driveway 
clear. 

His Reception Enthusiastic. 

The reception of the prince as he drove 
through the stfeets was wildly enthust- 
astic and there was an ovation when he 
entered the exposition building for the 
public reception. As he appeared on the 
stage escorted by his staff and the re- 
ception committee the mass chorus of 
6 voices sang “Des Deutsche Lied.” 
There were 10.000 persons packed fn the 
exposition building and it was long hefore 
they were sufficiently stilled for Chatr- 
man John Johnson to introduce Mayor 
Rose. 

The mavor, Informally, welcoming fhe 
prince said: 

‘You have come to the greatest German- 
American citv on this continent. and T 
beg vou to belleve that we appreciate 
the high honors shown by your con- 
sideration. More than one half of our 
population of 325.000 inhabitants are of 
German birth and German extraction. and 
vou will find the evidences of their handi- 
work in whatever direction vou may turn. 
Your visit will awaken many old memo- 
ries. Manv an old German mother and 
many an old German sire will bedew thelr 
pillows this night with the tears that 
will flow from recollections of their child- 
hoods’ happy days in the old father- 
land. They were yours then, they are 
ours Tier | nd their children are of 
the bone and sinew of our citizenship.” 

The mayor gave way to former Con- 
gressman P. V. Deuster. who spoke in 
behalf of the German societies and in 
their tongue. 


Governor Lafollette then welcomed the \ 


prince to Milwaukee in behalf of the 
state, and expressed regret at the short- 
ness of his visit. 

Captain Emi! Court, who also spoke in 
German, was the last speaker. 

The great ehorus sang again and 4s 
the prince rose to leave the hall the 
crowd broke into cheers. He touched 
his cap in salute and smiled as he turned 
to leave the stage.

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\REBELS MAKE 
- CHINA QUAKE 


Tule in Kwang Si Province 
Is. Spreading Rapidly

Propaganda of the Rebels Includes 
the Overthrow of the Manchu 
Dynasty — Alleged France 
Is Secretly Aiding the — 

Malcontents. 


Hong Kong, March 4.—The rebellion in 
Kwang Si province is spreading rapidly. 
Signs of unrest are already apparent at 
Kwe Lin and Nanking, the newly open- 
ed river treaty ports. 

The Canton viceroy thas dispatched 
troops to the scene of the disturbances 
and has stationed 1,000 men at Kwe Lin 
- and Nanking for use in case of eventual- 
‘fties. The rebels are believed to be for- 
/mer soldiers of Marshal Su, who were 
disbanded on his promotion. Their prop- 
aganda, which has spread far and wide, 
includes the overthrow of the Manchu 
dynasty, the founding of a Chinese dy- 
nasty, and helping the oppressed and 
needy Chinese. The French are said to 
be secretly supporting the rebels. 

Pekin, March 4.—The governor has or- 
dered Marshal Su to resume command 
of the rebellious soldiers in Kwang Si! 
province. It is doubtful if he will be 
able to control them. as it is necessary 
first to pay their overdue wages. 

The French legation here has received 
a telegram saving that the rebels have 
_killed a French officer near the Tonquin 
border. 


CRISIS IN DIAMOND TRADE. 


Firms at Antwerp, London and Am- 
sterdam About To Fail. 


Brussels, March 4.—Numerous and con- 
tradictory reports are current here as 10 
_the crisis in the diamond trade, and tho 
newspapers refer to the impending fail- 
' ures of several firms in the diamond busi- 
ness at Antwerp. Amsterdam and Lon- 
don. They allege that some diamond 
/merchants have been guilty of extensive 
' defalcations and have fled to London and 
New York. 

The crisis is said to be due to the large 
quantity of goods on warrant, which can 
only be disposed of at a loss. 

It is said that the extradition of two 
men who fied to New York with 500,000 
francs’ worth of diamonds has been de- 
manded. id 

A telegram received here tonight from 
sAntwerp says the diamond market is 
calmer ag a result of the proposals of 
three diamond merchants to effect an ar- 
rangement with their creditors.

CRIPPLED IN MID ATLANTIC 


Propeller Is Lost by Cunard Line 
Steamer Etruria.. 


DRIFTED IN A HEAVY SEA 


Finally She Was Taken in Tow by 
the British Steamer Wil- 
liam Cliff. 


London, March 4.—The British. steamer 
Ottawa, from Philadelphia for London, 
has arrived at Fayal, Azore islands, and 
reports having sighted the Cunard line 
steamer Etruria in tow of the British 
steamer William Cliff, 400 miles west of 
Fayal. The Etruria had lust her pro- 
peller. om 

Another report says the Etruria was 
picked up when 600 miles from Fayal, 
west-northwest of that port. All were 
well on board the Cunarder, which, ac- 
cording to this report, had*her propeller 
shaft broken. She was otherwise unin- 
jured. 

Liverpool, March 4.—The Etruria will 
probably reach the Azores tonight or to- 
morrow morning. The officials of the 
Cunard line are arranging to have tugs. 
proceed to Fayal and tow the disabled 
liner home. 

New York, March 4.—The Evening 
World prints a dispatch from one of its 
reporters, who is a passenger on the Etru- 
ria. The dispatch, which was taken from 
the Etruria to the Azores by the oil tank 
Ottawa, which spoke the Etruria on Fri- 
day, is as follows: 

“The Etruria lost her propeller and 
steering gear in midocean on the evening 
of February 26. Drifted helpless in a 
heavy sea all night, making continuous 
signals. Too much cannot be said for the 
bravery and cootness of Captain Stephens, 
whose example filled the passengers and 
crew with courage. 

“They are trying to tow the Etruria to 
the Azores. As | write we are now in 
tow of the steamer William Cliff, but are 
making no headway. Wind and ~=s2a 
against us, and Cliff not strong enough to 
do more than hoid us steady. 

“All are well on board and after the 
first excitement everything has been 
quiet. They are trying to lash spars to 
make a rudder.

LIKE MAD MEN 


Upon the British Column in 
- the Recent Battle Near 
Klerksdorp. 


FOR TWO HOURS BRITISH | 
SUSTAINED BOER ATTACK 


But They Were Finally Overwhelmed 
by Reckless Bravery of Burgh- 
ers and Forced To Yield. 
British Wounded Were 

Robbed. 


London, March --4.—Telegrams received 
here from Klersdorp describing the at- 
tack upon and capture by the Boers, 
February 24, at a point southwest of 
Klersdorp of 467 British soldiers who were 
acting as convoy to an empty wagon 
train show that General DeLarey laid 
his plans with consummate care and 
precise knowledge of the ground. 

The third Boer attack upon the con- 
voy was delivered from various points 
and was most determined. 

By sheer recklessness they soe@ght to 
ride down and overwhelm the British 
defense. The British guns shelled the 
charging Boers, but nothing stopped 
their onslaught, which was delivered 
with unusual impetus. The convoy mules 
were subjected to a heavy fire and, de- 
serted by their native drivers, the mules 
stampeded, putting many of the defénd- 
ers temporarily out of action and caus- 
ing the wildest confusion. 

For two hours the British held out. 
They then divided and were overwhelmed. 
A few minutes of cautious fighting and 
all was over. The Boers galloped along 
the line firing at every man who showed 
the slightest tendency to resist until they 
reached and captured the guns. In the 
excitement the Northugnberland Fusiliers, 
who had been cut off, succeeded in fight-- 
ing their way out for some distance. 
When their ammunition became exhaust- 
ed they charged with bayonets, but were 
speedily overpowered. 

By 7 o’clock in the morning all resist- 
ance was at an end. The dead and 
wounded were scattered all over the 
field. Broken wagons and panic-stricken 
horses and mules made a scene of inde- 
scribable confusion. Not) until Genera! 
DeLarey came in person was anything 
like order restored.

BRISTOW’S NAME LUGGED IN. 


Rathbone’s Lawyer Tells. About the 
Indorsing of Checks. 
Havana, March 4.—At the continuation 
today of the trials of the cases growing 
‘out of the Cuben postal frauds Senor 
L&anuza, counsel for Estes G. Rathbone. 
showed that of thirty-six duplicate checks 
thirty were indorsed bv Chief Clerk Bris- 
tow and six by Rathbone, and that of 
thirtv checks twenty-three were drawn 
and indorsed by Bristow during Rath- 
bone’s absence and still. said Senor DLa- 

nuza, Bristow is not indicted. 

The fiscal has charged Rathbone with 
purchasing a Spanish magazine from the 
postal funds for his private use. Senor 
TLanuza, referring to this charge, argued 
that Rathbone could not read Spanish 
and that the magazine was for the een- 
eral information of the postoffice. He 
showed by the official records of the ex- 
penditures of army officers in Cuba 4hat 
they had purchased Spanish and Amer- 
ican papers and charged them to the in- 
sulare funds. 

Seror Lanuza said the government al- 
legged that about $120,000 had been sto!rcn 
and charged C. F. W. Neely with stealing 
$94,000. It was unreasonable to suppose, 
he sontinued, that if Rathbone, W. BH.

PRIESTS ARE SLAIN IN CHINA. 
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News of Two Massacres of Missiona- 
ries Received. 

Victoria, B. €., March 4.—Reports of 
two massacres of missionaries in China 
were received by the steamer Empress 
of India, which arrived from the Orient 
this afternoon. 

In Kansu Fathers Van Mirhaeghe and 
Bougaerts were murdered by a band of 
Chinese, including soldiers, who attacked 
their mission. The first named priest was 
killed instantly by a sword thrust; the 
latter lingered for five days, suffering 
frem terrible wounds. It is stated that 
the attack was made in revenge for the 
ceposition of the son of Prince Tuan by 
the empress dowager at the request of 
the foreign ministers. The magistrate 
of the district being friendly to foreign- 
ers, warned the missionaries, but they 
were attacked before they could get out 
of the way. 

The other massacre took place in Kang 
Shi, Father Julien being attacked while 
he slept and cruelly murdered. His body 
was mutilated, both hands being cut off. 
His two servants were also killed. The 
viceroy has sent troops to hunt for the 
murderers. 

Two pirates of a band who had cap- 
tured two junks in the West river and 
were guarding prisoners taken in the 
raid, suffered a terrible death. They 
were attacked by a band of outlaws and 
the two pirates were buried alive. 


Loubet Invited by.the Czar.. 

Paris, March 4.—In its issue this morn- 
ing The Figaro says that President 
Loubet received yesterday an autograph 
letter from the czar inviting him to visit 
St. Petersburg and requesting him to 
fix the date when he would do so. This 
letter will be submitted to the cabinet 
at its next meeting. The end of May 
will probably be decided upon as the 
time for the visit and M. Loubet will 
stay in Russia four days. 


REBELS MOVING ON BOGOTA. 


Colombian Government Rushes Troops 
to Defend the Capital. 

Washington, March 4—Advices from 
the seat of war in South America are 
meager. Nothing has been heard of the re- 
ported insurgent naval operations on the 
coast of Venezuela... But reports from 
Colombia show that the-government is 
thoroughly awakened to the formidable 
character of tha revolutionary outbreax 
near the capita*, and that a Ja body 
of troops has Boen hastily moved from 
the north to assist in the defense of the 
capital. This withdrawal may ave a 
considerable influence on the campaign 
on the Isthmus of Panama. ‘ 

The report came from United - States 
minister Hart, at Le pee and in sub- 
stance stated that 6, of the best sol- 
diers in Colombia had reinforced the gov- 
ernment troops near Bogota. Fighting 
had continued for some days, but relia- 
ble details had not been received.

[JAPAN IS IN JOYFUL. MOOD 


Wild with Delight Over the Treaty 
with Great Britain. 


TORCH LIGHT PROCESSIONS 


In Celebration of the Alliance—War 
Ships To Be Sent to the 
“ Coronation. 


Tokio, Japan, Februarv 21. via Victoria, 
B. C., March 4-Japan has gone wild 
wtih delight over the conclusion of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance. andis only con- 
sidering how best to celebrate. Until the 
ratification, everything is in embryo, but 
some of the communities will not be 
denied. There has been an elaborate 
torch-light procession at Tokio, besides 
the formal interchange of congratulations 
ata joint meeting held bv: the two h6uses 
of the diet, at which Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald, the British minister. was present. 

At vazious towns in Japan special cele- 
brations have already been held or are in 
contemplaticn. The .vernacular press is 
brimming over with cheerful forecasts of 
the result of the “diplomatic union,’’ flags 
are fiying, and altogether young Japan is 
patting itself on the back. 

Ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs Kato 
touched the keynote of popular sentiment 
the other day when in a speech touching 
on the proper methods of receiving the 
news of the alliance he said that Japan 
should accept her position with all 
dignity. There should be no question of 
using the opportunity for asking England 
to aid in the introduction of foreign 
capital ‘into Japan. Such a course woul 
be like a bridegroom asking his father ing 
law for money on the day of the weil- 
ding. ' 

‘It would be fitting,’’ said Mr. Kato, 
“that Jgpan should signalize the occasion 
by sending over to the naval review to he 
held at Spit Head during King Edward’s 
coronation some representative warship, 
which would be more effective than ora- 
tcry or cheap champagne in a dark corner 
of the empire.”’ 

This idea of Mr. Kato’s has taken hold, 
erd today it is reported that Premier 
Katsura has obtained: the sanction of <he 
emperor to send 4 first-class battle ship 
and a cruiser to take part in the Spit 
Head navai demonstration. 

The chambers:of commerce throughout 
the country are also preparing to send 
two representative merchants to attend 
the coronation e¢eremonies. Another 
feature this spring will be the joint naval 
maneuvers by the British and Japanese 
fleets in the China sea in honor of tha 
conclusion of the alliarce. The British 
were going to hold the maneuvers there 
anyway, anéd it is now proposed that their 
squadrin will be reinforced from. the 
Japanese fleet. As it happnens. Russia is 
preparing to hold naval maneuvers in the 
same region about the same time, and 
the coincidence has been noted. 

Marquis Ito, ex-premier. who has beon 
on a triumphal tour of the world, is ex- 
pected to arrive at Nagasaki, Japan, on 
the 26th instant. His return will be made 
the signal for a marked demonstration of 
welcome. 

Although Marquis Ito was not in Lon- 
don when the treaty wes signed. and it is 
more than rumored that he was half in- 
clined to treat with Russia for an alliance, 
still popular sent'ment ascribes to Mar- 
quis Ito the real credit for the conclusion 
of the convention. 


GIGANTIC SUM FOR THE ARMY. 


British Estimates Call for Over 
$300,000,000. 

London, March 4.—In introducing the 
ermy estimates—£69,310,000—in the house 
of commons today the war secretary, Mr. 
Brodrick, entered into a long defense of 
the war office, which. he contended, had 
done its work well, considering that a 
war had never been before waged on such 
a seale as the South Africa war. The 
war office today was feeding 300,000. men 
and 243,000 horses in South Africa, and 
thera were no complaints on that score. 

The experiences of the last year had 
confirmed the necessity for- changes in 
the army administration. in decentraliza- 
tion, etc., as outlined by the govePament 
last year. Military officers and _ clerks 
were being rapidiy sg>stituted in the war 
office for civilian officers and clerks. 

In regard to recruiting, Mr. Brodrick 
believed the limit had been reached. No 
reduction in the strength of the army 
could be expected, and probably the 
Indian garrison must be increased. ‘The 
country had already had enough experi- 
ence of allowing the colonial garrisons 
to sink below their proper limits. With 
the view of giving a fillip.to recruiting, 
the government proposed to allow enlist- 
ment for three years, with nine years in 
the reserve, and with the object of in- 
ducing mc@ to entist for India and else- 
where ab.wad it was proposed to give 
every one clear Shilling per day. If, 
after two years, the soldier decided to 
serve eight years with the colors and 
four years in the reserve. he would be 
paid an extra 6 pence daily. Mr. -Brod- 
dick believed this would result in enlist- 
ing a better class of men. : 

In regard to the much-discussed ques- 
tion of volunteers. Mr. Brodrick declared 
that if the volunteers was to be barred 
to conscription they must make them- 
selves efficient. It was proposed to 
establish 2 volunteer reserve of men over 
40 years of age who were unable to com- 
ply with the ordinary regulations, and 
establish during the present year a 
militia reserve of 50.000 men. The educa- 
tion of all officers wou!d be vigorously 
prosecuted and the expenses of young 
officers would be lightened.

BECK OPENS UP CAMPAIGN. 


Candidate for State School Commis- 


sioner Speaks at Newnan. ' 

Newnan, Ga., Merch 4.—(Special.)—Can- 
didate for state school commissioner, 
A. J. Beck, of DeKalb, opened his cam- 
paign here today at noen. He spoke for 
more than an hour and to an interested 
audience. 

Mr. Beck began his address with the 
sersational declaration that notwithstand- 
ing the increased appropriations from the 
state treasury, the common schcols of the 
state were lagging behind instearm of 
moving forward, and that the percentage 
of attendance upon the schcols was less 
today than for many vears past. Said he: 

We have actually Jost in percenaage of en- 
rollment and average attendance, and in the 
average pay- of teachers, notwithstanding the 
public school fund for 1900 was half a million 
dollars greater than it was in 1894. Nor have 
we made any gain in the length of the school 
term. It was 100 days in 1894 and 100 days 
in 1900. Where is the proof of the boasted ad- 
vencement of Georgia’s common schools dur- 
ing the last few years? With an increase of 
only 10 per cent in school population we have 
made an extra outlay of half a million dol- 
lars, with no lengthening of the school term, 
no increase in percentage of enrollment or at- 
tendance, no addition to the average pay of 
the common school teacher. What has become 
of the half million dollars? 

With regard to the causes underlying 
this cohditjon of affairs, h2 said-that it 
might ba due to the fact that the school: 
failed to command the respect of the 
people and that pcssibly the interests of 
education were being sacrificed in the 
Wranglings over methods; but whatever 
the causes might be he argucd. that some- 
thing else besides money was needec to 
right the wrongs of the system and put 
them in proper condition. 

Upen the subject of uniform text books 
he ceme out squarely for uniformity, de- 
clarirng that while he was the only candi- 
az.te to take this position he was actuated 
by his conscientious and delibcrate con- 
victions jn doing so, believing it to be for 
the best interests of the system gnd de- 
claring it*to be not chly democratic but 
economical. He cited various democratic 
states as preccdents, showing that demo- 
cratic legislatures had favored uniformity 
in many instances, where republican legis- 
lstures had not favored it and that it gave 
universal satisfaction wherever it was 
uuied. AS an ec)d10mical policy he de- 
fended uniformity by saying that if pub- 
Lrhers could be taved the expense of 
sending sample text-books over the coun- 
try they could aftord to sell them much 
cheaper. Said he: 

Just before the time for a county to adopt 
books, the express companies and mails are 
kept busy carrying these sample copies, It is 
a right rich harvest for the county school com- 
missioners and members of the county boards. 
Each one will perhaps get from twenty to 
thirty bran new school books, that can be 
readily used in the family or sold in Atlanta 
to men who make a business of looking after 
this very trade. In a small way, it is a right 
good. thing for these gentlemen, but who pays 
for all these books? Are they a free will of- 
i¢ring of the publishers, laid upon the altar of 
education? By no means. Somebody pays for 
these books. I never heard, of a publisher 
going into the business for his health, nor from 
motives of pure philanthropy. Who pays for 
these books? You, fellow citizens, who are 
parents and have children to educate. You 
pay for them in the increased price put upon 
the books that are chosen for your schools. 

Repiying to the charge that he was 
running in the interests of publis»ier# 
who favcred unifoimityv, he said: 

An effort has been made, in certain news- 
paper notices, to associate my candidacy for 
state school commissioner wiih the publishers 
who favor uniformity. Let me say here, fel- 
Jow citizens, that I represent no one but my- 
self; that I have. becn led ‘to take this step 
by no influence except a profcund conviction of 
cduty—a duty that I owe to God and the chil- 
aren of my state. I have rot even a speaking 
acquaintance with any publisher, or publish- 
er’s agent, who, to my knowledge, favors state 
uniformity of text books. 

Mr. Beck next spoke of the danger of 
political corruption involved in the con- 
stant selection of text-bcoks, and closed 
by atking his hearers to bear in mind 
three things. Said he: 

In conclusion, I wish to say just three things. 
The first is, that if I am elected to this high 
office, I shall not ask the state to increase 
her appropriation for schools, until a better 
return can be shown for that which she is now 
devoting to this purpose. I have an abiding 
faith in Georgia’s willingness to spend money 
when she is getting value received for her 
outlay. 

The second is, that I would like to write a 
rersonal letter to every voter in the county; 
but it is out of my power, I love you just as 
much as other candidetes; but I have not the 
time, nor have I the means to hire the neces- 
rary help, or even to pay postagé on so many 
letters. . 

The third is, that whether you agree with 
my views or not, let us all work together for 
the education of our children, the children 
whom God has given into our hands ¢o be 
trained for his service and glory.

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AMERICUS POLICE WRANGLE. 


MANY PIGNIG AT 
SCENE OF WRECK 


Couch'’s Creek Bears Resemblance te 
Old-Time Camp Meeting. 


WORK OF REPAIR IS SLOW 


Derrick ‘Is Being Installed To Raise 
the Sunken Engine, When the 
Body of Engineer Mat- 
thews Is Expected To 
Be Revealed. 


Griffin, Go., March 4.—(Special.)—A visit 
made this afternoon to the scene of the 
wreck on the Southern railway at 
Crouchs creek showed that the work of 
repairing the damage and clearing away 
the debris is being accomplished under 
great disadvantages and with little prog- 
ress. 

The fitst-class passenger coach, which 
was left starding with one end protrud- 
ing over the yawning abyss, has been re- 
moved to a place of safety. The second- 
class coach, which held the conducto”, 
Clifton Jones, the porter and a colored 
passenger when it took its wild leap 
from the trestle, has been placed in an 
upright position, but is still where it was 
left by the receding waters. The baggage 
and mail car, from which was rescued 
the dead body of Baggagemaster Hill, 
has been broken up and burned, so that 
the debris would not interfere with the 
work. 

A sidetrack has been built down to the 
edge of the creek and on this the trucks 
of the demolished cars are drawn up to 
the main track. It is the intention to use 
it for getting the engine out of the creek, 
but so far no progress has been made in 
that direction. Several attempts were 
made to pull the powerful machine from 
its bed of mud and water by attaching 
wire cables to ft and connecting the other 
ends to the wrecking train, but they were 
unsuccessful, as the cables parted like 
strings under the strain. 

To Learn Engineer’s Fate. 

A derrick is now being built on the 
creek bank and it is believed the engine 
will be rescued tomorrow. When that is 
done the fate of Engineer Matthews will 
be learned. Every effort has been made 
to recover his body, but so far no trace 
of it has been discovered. It is believed 
that he lies buried deep in the mud under 
his engine. 

Two wrecking trains and a large force 
of hands are at work on the wreck, but 
it will be days before trains are running 
again. ? 

Thousands of curious persons have vis- 
ited.the scene of the catastrophe since 
last Friday morning. Men, women and 
children for miles around come with 
lunch baskets and for hours sit within 
the shade of the pine fores$ and watch 
the work of rescue and clearing of wreck- 
age. The underbrush is trampled down 
by the multitude, every available tree has 
been converted into a temporary hitching 
post, and the scene resembles an old-time 
camp meeting before coming ‘into full 
view of the-work of destruction.

|General Wade Hampton has been quite 11] 


recently. Today he took a drive for the 
first time in a month. 

He exerted himself to speak about the 
recent incidents in connection with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s visit to Charleston. 
General Hampton at first talked of inci- 
dents that led up to the trouble, which 
may have given the impression that the 
president would not be welcome in South 
Carolina, and then said: 

“All of that, however, has nothing to 
do with the direct inquiry. You can say 
that I have no doubt whatever from 
what I know of my people that Charles- 
ton and all of Carolina will give the pres- 
ident a royal welcome. The reception 
that the president will receive in Charles- 
ton will be handsome, cordial and sin- 
cere. There is no city in the whole coun- 
try that would give the president a bet- 
ter welcome, 

“IT sincerely trust that the president 
will not allow any of these side issues 
to influence him in any way in connection 
with his proposed trip to Charleston.”’ 

When asked what he thought of the 
Tillman sword incident he said that he 
has not been able to read much about 
the matter, but declared he had no doubt 
that the respectable people deeply de- 
plored this incident. 

General Hampton was quite intimate 
with President Roosevelt during his stay 
in Washington, and has the kindest ex- 
pressions for the president.

He brought up the subject of the 1296 
will and asked me if I was not a witness 
to it.

Mr. Wetherbee said he discussed the 
terms of the 1896 will with Jones. 

“Jones told me,” the witness went on, 
“that Mr. Rice had accused me of steal- 
ing a $1,000 bond. Of course, I told him 
that was false, but he said I had better 
not gO @ Mr. Rice’s house again. Then 
he said: 

“*T have a business proposition to make 
to you.’ I asked him what it was. He 
said he had prepared a new will for Mr. 
Rice to sign. He suggested that he bring 
the will to me for consideration. I said 
I did not want to see it. He told me 
the names of the executors of the 1896 
will and proposed that I let my name 
be substituted for Judge Bartine. Jones 
said; ‘Sometimes Ma Rice goes to sleep 
in a chair and he wakes up dopy. On 
those occasions I can get him to sign 
anything. We can fix up the will. You 
get one witness and I'l! get the other. 
You make a good thing out of it and no 
one will be the loser.’

I asked him if Mr. Rice knew 
the lawyers, and he said he had met one 
of them. Jones said the will could be 
drawn so that the mouths of all the heirs

Accom- 
panied by Miss Anne Wallace, an inspec- 
tion was made of all the departments and 
each of the visitors expressed himself 
as delighted with the beauty and con- 
venience of the interior arrangement. 

Following the inspection, the formality 
of presenting the building to the city 
took place, 

Building Is Presented. 

As chairman of the buildings and 
grounds committee, James R. Nutting, in 
a few well-chosen words, presented the 
building to President H. H. Cabaniss. 
Mr. Nutting said: 

“Mr. Mayor, Members of the General 
Council, Mr. President and Fellow-Trus- 
tees: These are not the formal opening

FROM THE WEST 


Milwaukee Capitalists Seek 
Charter for Cotton A 


Mills. 
PRINCIPAL OFFICES TO 
BE LOCATED IN ATLANTA 
It Is Said That the Casita Will 
Seek First To Buy Up Existing 
Millis and, if Unsuccessful, 


To Erect New Ones in 
Near Future. 


According to a petition for a charter 
filed in the office of Clerk Arnold Broyles, 
of the superior court, the indications are 
that thousands of dollars of northern 
capital will be invested in Atlanta and 
vicinity shortly in one or more big cotton 
mills and fertilizer plants. 

The parties seeking ‘the charter are 
prominent capitalists of Milwaukee and 
they ask incoporation for a concern to 
be known as the Lawrenceville Manu- 
facturing Company, the principal office 
of which is to be located in this city. 
The incorporators are T. J. Neacy, Wal- 
ter Read, Mrs. M. C. Neacy, and Mrs. 
L. M. Read. They are the owners of 


the Filer & Stowell Company, machinery 
manufacturers and one of the biggest 
concerns in Milwaukee. 

They desire to secure incorporation for 
a southern company; bring capital . to 
this section, and extend the scope of 
their business. The new company is 
capitalized at $100,000 and the privilege 
is asked to increase that amount to not 
more than $2,000,000, whenever the stock- 
holders so desire. The stock is to be 
divided into 1,000 shares of $100 each. 

Already many thousand dollars of 
Milwaukee capital has found its way to 
this section, the four parties having re- 
cently purchased a cotton mill in Law- 
renceville. The captalists have now 
turned to Fulton county and are prepar- 
ing to spend some of their money here. 

The business is.to consist of the manu- 
facture of products of cotton, wool, and 
other fibrous matertals, and the manufac- 
ture of cotton seed oil, guano, and fer- 
tilizer of all kinds. 

Plans for the operation of the business 
in Atlanta have not been formulated, 
but this will likely be done as soon as 
the charter is granted. The capitalists 
will endeavor to purchase one or more 
cotton mills or fertilizer plants and if 
this plan does not succeed, to proceed 
with the erection of such mills and 
plants. Even if they buy a mill, it may 
be that others will also be erected. The 
application for the charter was filed 
by Attorneys Slaton & Phillips. 
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aggregate, a large force of men, all of 
whom will be trained and skilled in the 
line of work to which they are assigned.

About 300 Are Expected Te Go from 
Atlanta. 


HORSE GUARD MAY ATTEND 


Mayor Mims Will Appoint a Com- 
mittee This Morning To Solicit 
Subscriptions—Handsome 
Flag Is Ordered. 


Atlanta is making preparations to take 
Charleston by storm on the occasion of 
the visit of’ the mayor, general council 
and city officials April 4.

“Bobby” 


Preparations for the big bicycle race 
between George Leander, of Chicago, 
and *“‘Bobby’’ Walthour, of Atlanta, which 
will take place at. the Coliseum on Fri- 
day night, are all complete. Each man 
hd placed ascheck for $200 in the hands 
of Colonel Harry Silverman. The only 
thing that remains is for the men to 
get themselves into the best shape pos- 
sible for the race, and from the form 
displayed by both yesterday it is safe 
to say that when the starting gun is 
fired on Friday night. Walthour and 
Leander will be in the very pest possible 
condition to make the race of their lives. 

At the Coligeum yesterday ‘‘Bobby”’ 
Walthour rode two miles in record time. 
His first mile was done in 1:40 and the 
second in 1:37. “Bobby” did not have to 
let himself out any to make this time 
and he constantly requested his pace- 
maker, Eli Winesett, to go faster. Wine- 
sett complied with his request and 
“Bobby” followed him with ease. He 
again asked for more speed, but Wine- 
sett, who is also Walthour’s manager 
said that the work was fast enough for a 
try out. “Bobby’’ was forced to leave 


the track much sooner than he had in- | 


tended, as several of the spokes in his 
front wheel snapped, and he also punc- 
tured a tire. These mishaps disheartened 
“Bobby,” and he closed his day’s work 
rather abruptly. 

“Bobby” is going to ride a good race, 
and although he is not given to boast- 
ing, he is conftdent of the result. 
“Bobby” stated yesterday that he would 
rather win the Friday night race than 
any he has ever competed in, as this 
will be the first real race he has ridden 
in Atlanta. 

“Leander is rounding into form rapid- 
ly,”’ said ‘‘Bobby,’’ “and he rode better 
this afternoon than I thought he could. 
It is now up to me to get busy and start 
in on hard work. JI am going to ride 
hard every day now until the race, and 
I am going to train as fine as I possibly 
can, withouf overdoing it.’’ 


Leander Out Early. 

George Leander was at the Coliseum 
early yesterday morning, and he started 
right to work. Watson Coleman got 
out his new pacing motor, and Leander 


followed him around for a mile in 1:40. 
Leander had plenty of speed left and 
he asked for an increased pace. To tne 
astonishment of all who watched him 
the big Chicagoan flew around the track 
for a mile in 1:35 2-5, one of the best miles 
ever done on an indoor track. Leander 
followed ehis pacémaker in very good 
style, and his front wheel was always 
right ‘up to the motor. Some of those 
who managed to’'get into the Coliseum 
to watch the riders train, expressed opin- 
ions to the effect that ‘‘Bobby’’ Walthour 
has a bigger contract on his hands in 
riding Leander than he had bargained 
for. When ‘‘Bobby’”’ heard this he smiled 
serenely, and if everybody is as confi- 
dent about the result of the race as he 
is, ‘“‘Bobby” will go on the track with 
enough money wagered on him to start 
a bank. 

Yesterday the contestants of the six- 
day race were all anxious to tell “how 
it all happened.” Each man would pave 
won “If——’’ As a matter of fact many 
of those who rode in the six-day race 
are not satisfied with the result. Some 
of the men complain that they were not 
properly coached, and others say that 
the very sight of Leander and Rutz 
gave the other men such a shock bv 
their fast and furious sprints of the first 
night, that their victory was practically 
conceded then and there. Everybody con- 
cerned was dissatisfied with the finish 
mile ridden by Leander and Lake, rep- 
resenting the two leading teams. It was 
expected that Leander and Lake would 
give record breaking performance of 
sprinting in this mile, as both men have 
established reputations as_ sprinters.

Discusses D. A. R. Congress 


RS. ROBERT EMORY PARK, 
M state regent of Georgia’s Daugh- 

ters of the American Revolution, 
has returned from the recent continental 
congress held in Washington, with en- 
thusiastic comments. 

“The last session of the continental 
_ cangress of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution which closed on February 
22, was eminently successful and har- 
monious,” said Mrs. Park. ‘‘Mrs. Fair- 
banks, the president general, made an 
admirable presiding officer and won all 
hearts by her charming graciousness of 
manner, her imperturbable good humor 
and absolute impartiality. 

“A number of interesting questions, 
such as the long-standing dispute about 
the Warren chapter of Monmouth, Ilts., 
and several important amendments to ve 
constitution were considered and settled 
without undue excitement. The Mon- 
mouth matter had been referred to a 
committee, and one of the parties con- 
cerned wished to appeal from the decis- 
ion of the committee, which decided in 
favor of the original Warren chapter, 
but congress declared that*the decision 
‘was final. The vital questions of reduc- 
tion in representation and reduction of 
national dues created the intensest in- 
terest. The congress decided against re- 
duction in both cases by large majorities. 
The feeling tn favor of chapter represen- 
tation was overwhelming. 

“A change in the time of holding the 
congress from February to May had 
many warm advocafes,’’ continued Mrs. 
Park, “and as the inclement weather and 
painful accidents to members were po- 
tent arguments in favor of May, the 
amendment to chamge the date would 
undoubtedly have carried, but the ques- 
tion to reconsider requiring unanimous 
consent, was defeated by one objector. 

“One of the important amendments to 
be considered next year was introduced 
by Mrs. Morgan, vice president general 
‘Yor Georgia, providing for a committee 
of arbitration in each state, with a com- 
mittee of final appeal appointed by the 
national board. The local features of the 
éongress were brilliant and delightful. 
The three most notable receptions 
‘were at the Smithsonian, at Mrs. Fair- 
banks’ residence and at the Arlington by 
Mrs. McLean.”

SBORNE HOWES, chairman of 
() the committee on reciprocal] rela- 

tions of the Boston chamber of 
commerce, delivered an address on reci- 
procity before the members of the Atlan- 
ta chamber of commerce in the ball room 
of the Kimball hotce yesterday afternoon. 
The cecasion was @ full meeting of the 
nemters of the chamber and nearly all 
those on the roll were present. President 
J. K. Orr occupied the chair. 

George Aubrey, #pecial commissioner 
from the Charilestcn exposition, appeared 
at the meeting and made a short address. 
urging the members of the chamber to 
do all in their power to help the expo- 
sition elcng, and particularly to make 
“Aticrta day’ the best day at the ex- 
positicn. After Mr. Aubrey had con- 
cluded CoundiIman J. Frank Reck moved 
that the cnamber cf commerce take rart, 
as a body, in the <clebrution of “Atlanta 
day” at the expositicn. Mr. Beck's res- 
oiution was uvanimourly adopted. 

A resdlution was also adopted br 
the chimber ‘avoring the  build- 
ing of a_i trans-Pecific cable from 
San Francisco to the Philippines by the 
Copies of 
this resolution will be sent to the Geor- 
gia delegation in congress. 

Boston Man’s Speech. 

After Mr. Howes kad finished his 
speech on reciprocity a resolution was 
2acopted by the chamber favoring reci- 
procity and particularly in connection 
with our relations to Canada. 

Mr. Howes speech was in, pert as fol- 
lows: 

“The industrial condition of the United 
States has undergone in the last few 
years an almost revolutionary change. 
Not only has there been a marvelous in- 
crease in almost all classes of production, 
so that the outputs of our flelds, cur mines 
and our workshops would readily supply 
our national needs by tle constant labor 
of our people for ten or eleven months 
in the year, but we have found by the 
prompt and efficient utilization of our 
resources and through the employment 
of labor-saving devices that there are rel- 
atively few commodities that we cannot 
produce and sell in the markets of for- 
eign countries at prices which compel 
their purchase, when their manifest supe- 
riority to competing commodities of na- 
tive production is taken into account. 
This has led to an enormous, and in the 
commercial history of the world, an un- 
paralicled expansion in our foreign trade. 
Qur exmrts of every description have 
poured outward in an ever-increasing: 
volume, and the discovery has come to 
cthers, as well as to vs, that Instead of 
being a nation limited in our commerce 
to the few products over which our natu- 
ral résources have given us an easy com- 
mand, we are mor@ than the peers of all 
other nations in productive ability and 
are destined, if our onward career is 
rot checked, to become the workshop of 
the world. 

“This <tiscovery, which has justly in- 
spired Americans with a patriotic pride 
in the energy and vitality of their coun- 
iry, has caused genuine and widespread 
alarm in quite a number of the foreign 
countries whose markets we have broad- 
ly invaded. 

“We shall have then no ground for 
complaint if the tariff taxes on our goods 
—especially those that, compete with na- 
tive industcies—are rhised by Germany, 
Austria, Italy, France and Canada, and 
pessibly by England; to approximately 
the point of exclusion. In the year 1903 
the various trade treaties that the Euro- 
pean. nations have with cach other expire 
by limitaiion. Already plans are mating

to form new’ tariffs, upon which new 
trade agreements are to be based and in 
all ceses the principal objective point ap- 
rears to be the exclusion of American 
wares. 
A Critical Year. . 

“Bearing in mind that the year 1X8 is 
a critical one, in which new foreign tar- 
iffs are to go in force; bearing also in 
mind that under these new tariffs Amer- 
ican products will be heavily taxed, I 
wish you would read cnce again, and read 
2s you should, this time between the lines, 
the wonderfully su tive and even ‘pro- 
rhetic words that the late President Mc- 
Kinley uttered in that memorable last 
speech which he delivered in Buffalo on 
September 5. He realized that we have 
come to a parting of the ways; that we 
have outgrowr. the self-contained condi- 
ticns of our past; that the well-being of 
our industries is now tc quite a degrec 
Gependent upon ‘foreign patronage, and 
that our national trude policy must be so 
shaped that these customers of ours shall 
not be taken from us. 


“What has thus far been said bears 


upon the goneral question of trade expan- | 


sion. I wish now to call your attention 
to that part of it which relates to our 
trade with Canada. Those 5,500,000 peo- 
ple living immediately across our north- 
ern border are now only more nearly like 
us in language and in political and so- 
cial usages than any other people on 
earth, but they are man for man the best 
fcreign customers that we have. Only 
two foreign nations, England and Gbr- 
many, bought of us last year as freely as 
the Canadians; while our sales to them 
were greater thar cur sales in Mexico 
and in all of the ccuntries of Central and 
South America comhined. They bought 
more of cur exports classed as manufac- 
tures than ‘any other foreigr. nation. 
Surely in seeking to safcguard owr for- 
eign trade the Canadians are a people 
whose equitable claims to consideration 
we cannot afford to ignore. 


Regarding Canada. 

“The danger which we have to fear on 
ihe side of Canada is this: ‘Wnless we 
can within a reasonable time come to 
some trade understanding with her, either 
the Canadian tariff will be made, so far 
as our products are concerned, in most 
respects similar to that which we now 
have in force, in which event our annuai 
sales of $110,000,000 would drop to haif 
that amount; or through a customs fed- 
cration established between England and 
her colonies, English gcods will be ad- 
mitted into Canada almost duty frea, 
vhile England will impose a duty upon 
fcreign—in this case American—products 
which enter in England into competition 
with the agricultural products of Canada 
and cther English colonies. This last 
change, in view of the English need of 
more revenue from customs and the grow- 
ing sentiment favoring imperial feder- 
ation, is not so improbable as a short 
time ago it would have appeared. This 
truns-Atlantic market can best be as- 
sured to the future by a friendly trade 
egrecment between Canada and the 
United States. ° 

“If Canada wer2 a part of our common 
country, almost every American would 
welcome the change, and what the Bos- 
ton chamber of commerce asks of you 
is that you give vour active support, to 
che movement to bring these two cour- 
tries uS near together in the business in- 
terests of their peorle «s jt is possible 
to have them brought, while each retains 
its poljtical independence. Not only would 
geucn a course be a wise one on broad gen- 
eral grounds, but unless some action§ 
it is almost inevitable that the 
Amer:can people will forfeit a large part 
of the tradéof these who for scme years 
pust mave been their best customers.”

Another large audience assembled in 
Browning hall, Girls’ High school, yes- 
terday afternoon to hear Professor 8S. H. 
Clark lecture on tragedy, Sophocles’ ‘‘An- 
tigone’’ being the theme of this third 
event in the series illustrating ‘‘The, Mis- 
sion and Purpose of Tragedy.’’ - The 
course will close tomorrow with the in- 
terpretation of “Hamlet.” ' 

All great literature, Professor Clark 
noted, is not difficult to understand, and 
if this fact were more generally recog- 
nized, good literature would be more pop- 
ular. ‘“‘Antigone,’’ he said, is very simple 
and easy of comprehension, and his inter- 
pretation of this tragedy proved the fact. 

He made Antigone’s story emphasize 
the difference between tragedy and pa- 
thos, showing that the first is a matter 
of choice and the latter a matter of cir- 
cumstance. The helplessness of the 
young Antigone and her sister and blind 
father, when they were driven from home 
and friends, he declared to be an instance 
of pathos because they had no choice in 
the matter; but when Antigone willingly 
gave up her life for the sake of devotion 
to her brother, when she might have fol- 
lowed her sister’s ccurse of inaction and 
lived, she afforfed an example of tragedy. 

Professor Clark drew interestingly the 
difference between fhe life motives of the 
sisters; the One being actuaNzed always 
by ideal, spiritual purpose, and the other 
typifying the practical, Pride as the dom- 
inant characteristic of Creon he showed 
forth and other prominent features of 
dhe drama, while he.emphasized ‘ts liter- 
ary beauties conviacingly, and explained 
its position with refer nce to other great 
tragic dramas and.its val@e as a reflection 
of the times in which it was written. 


What Our Battle Ships Actually Cost 


Our readers will no doubt be interested 
in the tables which Paymaster General 
Kenny, of the United States naval de- 
partment has recently compiled, showing 
not only the original cost of construction 
of each vessel in the service, but also 
the subsequent cost of repairs made upon 
each. From this,.it appears that the 
battle ship Oregor. cost the enormous 
sum of $6,575,062.76, which is half a million 
more than the pricé of the Massachusetts 
and Indiana, vessels of a similir type and 
size. But the Oregon has cost thus far 
only $70,000 in repairs, exclusive of those 
now going on, while the Indiana has had 
$282,000 spent upon her since completion, 
end the Massachusetts $223,000. The 
cruiser Philadelphia cost less than two 
millions, but the enormous sum of $514,000, 
or more than 2 per cent of her original 
value, has been lIdvished upon her to 
make her serviceable, and this in about 
twelve years. Repairs to the Olympia 
now amount to about $500,000, and the 
Cincinnati, a cruiser bui by the gov- 
ernment for §$2,371,904.52, has charged 
against it repairs costing $457,000. The 
little torpedo boat Ericsson, built for $144,- 
142.08, has actually needed $48,749.99, or 
one-third here cost, to keep her in service. 
Altogether, $9,346,235.16 h een expended

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GOES BACK 0 CITY COURT 


Justice Simmons Says It Is Too 
Small for Suit To Go On. 


DECISION 


AN INTERESTING 


Suit Against the Mutual Relief Fund 
Life Association Returned to 
Ctiy Court of Atlanta. 


Chief Justice T. J. Simmors, of the 
Georgia supreme court, must fight out his 
case against the Mutual Reserve Fund 
L'fe Association in the city court of At- 
lanta, so Judge Newman, of the United 
States circuit court, hes decided. 

Chief Justice Simmons secured a polj- 
cy in the company designated for $5,000 
and after a while became dissatisfied with 
the manner in which collections were 
made and were sought tc be. A law suit 
crsued. Chief Justice Simmons asked a 
judgmert agafinst the defendants for 
$:,000 and interest There were twenty- 
six clauses in Justice Simmcns’ petition. 

The policy was issved on May 13, 1890. 
By the contract the insured was to pay 
cues and mortuary calls, the mortuary 
calls at a bi-monthly rate of $20.80. Up 
to the ninety-sixth call the figures stood. 
Then the calls began growing until from 
115 and up to 116, six calls, $45.15 formed 
the request. The 116th call was made on 
June 1, 1901, and was refused. The plain- 
{iff asserts that the increased calls were 
in violation of th» conttact between the 
insurcrs and the insured and was without 
authority of law. Justice Simmons claims 
that he had paid all cntrance fces, med- 
ical examination fees and dues required 
of him by the contract. He asserts that 
he paid all mortuary calls up to, _but 
not including, the 116th. After the first

Judge Newman, after reviewing the 
case, remands it to the city covrt of At- 
lanta, whence it came for a hearing, as- 
scrting ir. the first place that the suit be- 
ing fcr $2,000 and interest is insufficient to 
give the United States circuit ccurt juris- 
diction, as that sum is too small. 

Chief Justice. Simmons was represented 
by Hcke Smith ard H, C. Peeples, while 
Arderson, Anderson & Thomas appeared 
for the insurance company. 


Judge Newman issued a decree in the 
case of the Coca Cola Company agajnst 
Henry Rucker, collector of inte:nal reve- 
nue for the district of Georgia. In the 
recent suit of the Coca Cola Company 
egairst Rucker a verdict was rendered 
for the plaintiffs. In the decree issued 
by Judge Newman it is shown ‘that? 
Rucker, in making the collection, was in 
the performance of his official duty and 
that he acted under the direction or in- 
structions of the commissioner of intér- 
nal fevenue, who was the proper or ruling 
officer of the government in the transac.
